Stevenson 
explained 
democ- 


racy at some length and said, in 
part, that democracy is not a 
system of voting but a philosophy 
- that man is greater than the 
social uses to which he can be 
put; he is an end in himself.

Fee Splitting 
Doctor Not 
a Good One

CHICAGO (AP)-The anxious 


patient goes to his doctor with 
stomach pains, and X-rays show 
that his gall bladder should 
come out. The doctor recom- 
mends that a certain surgeon 
perform the operation. Can the 
patient be certain the choice 
was a good one? 


Not if the doctor is involved in 


fee splitting, says the American 
College of Surgeons. The doctor 
could have a secret arrange- 
ment with a second-rate sur- 
geon to refer surgery patients to 
Him in return for a percentage 
of the surgeon's bill. 


Dr. John Paul North, director 


of the college, which has 26,000 
members, says fee splitting is 
less prevalent today than form- 
erly but still is practiced on the 
sly in certain communities. 


"How widespread is the prac- 


tic no one knows," he said in 
an interview. "It started many 
years ago in some areas and 
still is practiced 
covertly in 


some places." 


The college has repeatedly 


denounced fee splitting as "an 
evil practice" that deludes the 
patient and provides him with 
inferior care, Any members of 
the college found guilty of the 
practice face reprimand, sus- 
pension or termination of fel- 
lowship in the college. 


As a result of general opposi- 


tion from organized medicine, 
open fee splitting has virtually 
disappeared. 
But the covert 


forms are not easy to detect. 


The patient doesn't become 


suspicious because his over-all 
medical 
bill in some cases 


might be no higher than expect- 
ed. In some fee - splitting ar- 
rangements, the surgeon re- 
duces his normal bill to enable 
the referring doctor to increase 
his. 
Some fee splitters use an 


alternating fee arrangement un- 
der which the referring doctor 
submits the only bill in one case 
and the surgeon submits the 
only bill in the next case. 


The college contends that in 


addition to providing 
inferior 


care for patients, fee splitting 
works special hardship on quali- 
fied young surgeons seeking to 
build up a practice on the basis 
of skills alone. 


Dr. North said patients can 


protect 
themselves 
from fee 


splitting by insisting on separate 
billings from the surgeon and 
referring doctor.

North and 
South had the spade suit and 
better distribution. 


North and South have no 


trouble making three spades, 
but no way to make more. 
East and West can make three 
diamonds only. Most North- 
South pairs in the trials bid 
four spades and usually were 
doubled. In any event they 
went down one trick. 


There were fireworks at 


one table. The bidding went 
as shown in the box. For 
awhile East was in five dia- 
monds doubled and would 
have gone down two tricks 
for a big loss in match points. 
Then North came to East's 
rescue and ran to five spades. 


The only consolation for 


poor South was that he was 
able to remark, "Why should 
we set them when we can 
be set ourselves?"

Q—I have been taking

cephalitis? Can anything be 
done to get rid of them? 


A—Encephalitis sometimes
